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HISTORY “OF VINCENNES | UNIV ERS biey, 


After George Rogers Clark captured the Indiana Territory, our forefathers, with prophetic 
vision and foresight, laid the foundation for a great system of popular education. In compliance 
with the spirit of the Ordinance of 1787 Congress, on March 26, 1804, passed an act providing 
that each of the land districts should have a township of land set apart for the use of a"seminary 
of learning." On October 10, 1806, the secretary of the treasury designated township two (Patoka 
Township) in Gibson County, Indiana territory, for the use of the institution which was to be es- 
tablished in the Vincennes district. 


The location of the first building was where the Saint Rose Academy now stands. This build- 
ing was sold on October 24, 1839, and a building on the lot where the present post office stands 
was bought, This locatoin and building served as Vincennes University until 1870. 


In 1855 bonds were issued by the legislature of Indiana to the University for a new building 
which was built in 1870 on the present site at 5th and Busseron Streets. This is the present main 


building of the university. 


This will probably be the last full year at the present location. Plans are under way tostart 
the new university on the new campus out by Harrison Park as soon as possible, 


Vincennes University, the oldestinIndiana, has had many a struggle to survive, but as Daniel 
Webster once said of Dartmouth may be said of V.U.: "She is a smallcollege, sir, but there are 
those who love her."
